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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-2, 5-1 1, 13-14, and 16-35 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable claimed subject matter. 

Prior art of record, Knappe teaches a codec proxy system which allow non- 
standard or feature specific packet voice endpoints (i.e. telephony clients with different 
communication stacks or codec) to interoperate in a standard-based network. 

Knappe does not teach inserting an encryption algorithm within a communication 
path between a first telephony client and a second telephony client and between a first 
telephony client and a sound device (recited in claim 1, 7, 8, 1 1 and 17). 

Kavsan teaches such encryption algorithm wherein encryption and decryption are 
performed at the kernel space independent of application space. 

Kavsan does not teach an encryption algorithm between I/O supervisor and device 

driver. 

None of the prior art of record, either taken by itself or in any combination, would 
have anticipated or made obvious at the time the invention was made (filing date of 
03/26/1999) formatting audio signals after encryption and interpreting the signals 
formatted independently before decryption, wherein encryption is independent of both 
formatting and telephony clients recited in independent claims 13, 17 18, 19,20, 21, 29, 
30, 31. That is, the security features disclosed in prior art are tightly integrated with 
formatting modules that vary between different types of telephony applications and that 
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the security algorithms are dependent on the formatting algorithms that are specifically 
designed for a particular telephony application. 

Dependent claims 2, 5, 6, 9-10, 14, 16, 22-28 and 32-35 are also allowed over 
prior art by virtue of their dependencies.
